Henry George was born in Philadel­ 
phia, Sept 2, 1839. 
He went to sea at 
an early age and in 1858 locate i in 
California and engaged in journalism 
In 1879 he published his book “Progress 
and Poverty,” which was issued the 
following year in New York and Lon­ 
don and soon acquired a world wide 
reputation. 
In 1889 he removed to 
New York since which he has published 


a number of books on social subjects. 
In 1886 he was candidate of the United 
Labor party for mayor of New York 
and received 68,110 votes against 90,552 
for Abram S. Hewitt, the democrat 
candidate and 
60,435 
for Theodore 
Roosevelt, the republican candidate. 
For the last few years he had been 
living in retirement, giving the leisure 
and the matured thought of his ripened 
life to th* composition of an elaborate 
work on the “Science of Political Eco­ 
nomy,” which was to be his greatest 
work. 


In a character sketch in the Novem­ 
ber Review of Reviews, Arthur McEwen 
thus speaks of Mr. George: 
“The Henry George of the past decade 
is the Henry Georg* of New York. The 
diminutive figure—he is under five and 
a half feet and of less weight and small­ 
er girth than many a boy of sixteen—is 
familiar to the people of Foit Hamilton 
where he lives and has taken his walks, 
constitutionals without destination, and 
heedless in the choice of roadway or 
s dewalk, r.mbles fo.* fresh air and 
thought that excluded observation of 
external things. 
Th*» fine head, the 
g aying-reddish beard, the blue eyes 
looking absently out from under the 
thicket of „brows and through large 
spectacles, the soft hat set on anv wav 
—when these hare appeared at the dorr 
of an editorial room to inquire for a 
friend or bring an article, the stranger 
journalist, unaware of the visitor's iden­ 
tity, has mistaken him for a colporteur, 
a retired schoolmaster, an unrecognized 
poet, or anything m«>ek and unwordly.”

York ho has represented one of 
the four elements jin one of the moBt 
complex political battles ever waged 
He desired election and evidently ex­ 
pected it sr.d doubtless would have 
used his position to draw attention to 
his view of the social problem.

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A JOKER'S FAME. 


iDtorMting Remlnlaeence# of ilr# 
Famona Hanvortst, Sydney Smith. 
Sydney Smith was a political reform­ 
er and one of the foremost men of let­ 
ters of his time, but he is remembered 
chiefly as a humorist who could enliven 
a dinner table with his w it Like other 
wise men who have a talent for making 
people laugh, he was jealous of hi* 
reputation for good sense. 
When he reprinted hi* essays from 
the Edinburgh Review, his object giv­ 
en in his own words, was “ to show, if 
I could, that I had not passed my life 
merely in making jokes, bat that I had 
made use of whatever little powers of 
pleasantry I might be endowed with to 
discountenance bad and to encourage 
liberal and wise principles.’’ In this 
object he failed. His public services and 
wisdom have been forgotten. His jokas 
are remembered. 
His account of Dame Partington, who 
lived .upon the beach at Sidmouth and 
who was seen during a violent storm 
trundling her mop, squeezing out the 
sea water and vigorously pushing away 
the Atlaatio ocean, is a household story 
which every one knows Tbe circum­ 
stances in which it was told and th* 
effect produced by it have passed out of 
mind. 
It was at the end of a long agitation 
for political reform in England when 
the house of lords had thrown ont the 
great measure of Lord John Russell, 
which had been carried through the 
common«. Sydney Smith, the political 
parson who had been advocating lib ­ 
eral principles and reform measures fur 
many years, told this story at a politi­ 
cal meeting in 
Taunton, at which 
speeches were made protesting against 
the action of the lords. It caught the 
publio fancy, and within a week every­ 
body in England was laughing over it. 
Mrs. Partington’s mop battle with *he 
tempest teased Atlantic portrayed tho 
loads’ futile struggle with English pub­ 
lic opinion. That funny story was prob­ 
ably more effective than the roost elo­ 
quent argument in disarming mobs, 
preventing a breach of the peace and 
contorting hostility to the lords into 
good nstured contempt. * * The A riant 10 
ocean beat Mrs. Partington. ” 
During the 60 years which preceded 
the Victorian reign Sydney Smith wa* 
almost the only prominent English 
clergyman who was interested in re­ 
form movements, and in his writing« 
for the Edinburgh Review he succeeded 
by his wit in presenting the dullest ar­ 
gument with freshness and force. 
Wit 
with him was the vehicb which carried 
good sense and wisdom. He has been in 
his grave 60 years, and his reputation is 
that of a clerical joker. 
He expected that a tablet would b* 
erected to his memory in S i Paul’s ca­ 
thedral, Loudon, where as canon he 
was a favorite preacher at the close of 
his life. There is no memorial tablet 
there, nor is there one at either Foston 
or Com be-Florey, the two parishes 
where most of his work was dona 
His 
jokes have survived not only his w rit­ 
ings, but his services as a reformer who 
loved religious toleration and political 
liberty as the breath of his life 
What his career proves is that wit is 
(me of the most powerful weapons in 
the world. 
Without it he would have 
exerted very much less influence as a 
writer or a preacher in politic* 
With 
it his name has been handed down as 
one of the great Englishmen of his 
taCi*

U|AVto*AM0, •« A«* MW« MM WJf %J 
at all, but rather a sort of searchlight, 
which is used to aid the human eye in 
delicate surgical operations. 
Oftentimes surgeons are handicapped 
in tbeir work by the fact that they can­ 
not see distinctly the parts upon which 
they must operate. The formation of 
the human body is such that in many 
instances no light can bo put directly 
upon the particular part of the human 
anatomy that ia to be operated upon. 
The eye can see to the extent of human 
capability, but in intricate operations, 
however strong tho light in the operat­ 
ing theater may be, the rays lack that 
penetration and power of concentration 
so necessary to delicate surgical opera­ 
tions. 
Professor Charles E. 
Quimky, of 
Bellevue hospital, New York, has pat­ 
ented this new aid to surgery. From an 
ordinary electrio light wire a connection 
is tnade w ith this device, which fits the 
face much in the manner of a pair of 
spectacles. The appliance in itself con­ 
sists of two small incandescent lamps, 
which are fitted one above and the other 
below» the eye of the operator. They are 
so adjusted that the rays focus at a point 
sufficiently near the ordinary point of 
vision to throw all the power of the 
electrio rays upon the point desired. 
It is practically a portable searchlight 
adapted to tho operating theater. The 
lamps are in the form of an annular 
glass globe, with an illuminating con­ 
ductor. An insulated backing, consist­ 
ing of a metal leather lined bund, which 
passes around the head, prevents the 
heat from affecting the wearer, and at 
the same time hold« the light in position 
and prevents any possible effect tbat 
otherwise the electricity might have 
upon the wearer. The lights more near­ 
ly resemble long glass tubes than any- 
thing else. Within these tubes are placed 
the lamps, which ran be adjusted to any 
desired angle. When a direct downward 
ray is desired, a small reflector is fixed 
above the light and the rays thrown in 
the desired direction.—San Francisco 
Examiner. 


Diamond« la so Eitinet Voles so. 
An interesting discovery from a geo­ 
logical point of view was recently made 
by an explorer in the mountains of Wit- 
aies Hock, Natal. Ou the summit of an 
extinct volcano, on the edge of a lake 
that occupies tho crater, soundings re­ 
vealed a layer of sand inclosing small 
diamonds.

Capacity For Food. 
To the lay mind nothing seems to an* 
fn r so strongly in favor of robust health 
as a 
hearty appetite. 
Furthermore, 
there would seem to be a strong con­ 
viction in the public mind, sanctified 
by tradition from time almost imme­ 
morial, that the more a man eats the 
better he is. 
The quantity of food that 
many people naturally eat is very larg* 
as compared with their actnal physi­ 
ological requirements. 
Add. to this the 
many tempting forms in which food is 
presented to the palate by our modern 
culinary arts, thè sharpening of the ap­ 
petite by the anteprandial cocktail, the 
•timulus afforded the appetite by a bot­ 
tle of good wine, and the result is often 
the consumption of an amount of food 
that simply overwhelms the assimila» 
live organs. 
Such indulgence, If unre­ 
stricted and habitual, taxes both the as­ 
similative and the excritory organs to 
tbeir highest capacity, especially when 
coupled with sedentary life, and, more­ 
over, it lends an additional impetus to 
the evils springing from the use of im ­ 
proper quality of food. 
The human elaborating and excretory 
mechanism was evidently adjusted for 
ordinary wear and tear to an average 
limited period of about 70 years. 
Un­ 
der 40 per cent of extra work we must 
naturally expect impairment or break­ 
down of the mechanism much earlier. 
It should therefore excite no special 
surprise that so large a proportion of our 
well to do people die from B right’s dis­ 
ease, heart failure and allied diseases at 
60 or 66 who should, and under prop­ 
erly regulated lives and. habits would, 
have attained the natural age of 70 or 
over. Paradoxical though it may seem, 
such people usually spring from excep­ 
tionally healthy stock and often point 
with pride to the fact that their imme­ 
diate ancestors lived to advanced agee 
of 80 years or more. This paradox, how­ 
ever, is more apparent than real, for in­ 
vestigation w ill usually reveal the fact 
that fog the most part the parents in 
sneh cases were people of more simple 
habits, such as corresponded w ith New 
England life 76 or 100 years ago. 
The truth is that the well to do man 
of today lives in a faster age than tbat 
cf his father and grandfather. He meets 
with greater opportunities and possi­ 
bilities and therefore greater stimulus 
to all his energies. He more easily ac­ 
quires 
pecuniary resources, sud 
in 
larger amounts, and therefore he pos­ 
sesses greater luxuries of domestic life. 
With these come greater temptations to 
excess. 
While he has often inherited a 
Splendid constiti?tton frnm his nnr*es- 
tors, unlike them he has run his phys­ 
ical mechanism at a breakdown rate, 
•nd it must of necessity more quickly 
wear out.—Charles W. Purdy, M. IX, 
In North American Review.

Two deaths have 
occurred in that city in the last sixty 
days as the result of Sunday violations 
of the liquor laws. Gambling goes on 
undisturbed. 
It is to the shame of In­ 
diana's rural population that even one 
lynching in many years has occurred 
among them; and it is to be regretted 
that an occasional white-capping has 
been committed, but it is to the ever­ 
lasting disgrace of Indiana that it*

HENRY GEORGE DEAD 


CANDIDATE FOR MAYOR OF GREATER 
NEW YORN DIES OF APOPLEXY- 


Brief Sketch of His Career and His 
Great Purpose in Life. 


By Telegraph lo the Brrr pmcan, 
New Yoax, Oct. 29.—Henry George 
died in his sleep of apoplexy last night.

Henry George was born in Philadel­ 
phia, Sept 2, 1839. 
He went to sea at 
an early age and in 1858 locate I in 
California and engaged in journalism 
In 1879 he published his beak "Progress 
and Poverty," which was issued the 
following year in New York and Loo 
don and soon acquired a world wide 
reputation. 
In 1889 he removed to 
New York since which he has published 


a number of books on social subjects. 
In 1886 he was candidate of the United 
Labor party for mayor of New York 
and received 68,110 votes against 90,-552 
for Abram S. Hewitt, the democrat 
candidate and 
60,435 
for Theodore 
Roosevelt, the republican candidate. 
For the last few years he had been 
living in retirement, giving the leisure 
and the matured thought of his ripened 
life to th# composition of an elaborate 
work on the "Science of Political Eco­ 
nomy," which was to be bis greatest 
work. 
In a character sketch in the Novem 
ber Review of Reviews, Arthur McEwen 
thus speaks of Mr. George: 
“The Henry George of the past decade 
is the Henry George of New York. The 
diminutive figure—he is under five and 
a half feet and of less weight and small 
er girth than many a boy of sixteen—is 
familiar to the people of Foit Hamilton 
where he lives and has taken his walks, 
constitutionals without destination, and 
heedless in the choice of roadway or 
s dewalk, r.rubles to.* fresh air and 
thought that excluded observation of 
external things. 
Th-* fine head, the 
g ayiug-reddish beard, the blue eyes 
looking absently out from under the 
thicket of „ brows and through large 
spectacles, the soft hat set on any way 
—when these have appeared at the doer 
of an editorial room to inquire for 
friend or bring an article, the stranger 
journalist, unaware of the visitor's iden­ 
tity, bas mistaken him for a colporteur, 
a retired schoolmaster, an unrecognized 
poet, or anything meek and unwordly."

York ho has represented one of 
the four elements jin one of the most 
complex political battles ever waged 
Ile desired election and evidently ex­ 
pected it and doubtless would have 
used his pud lion to draw attention to 
his view of the social problem.

Interesting RemlaJaceneea of lh 
Fatuous Humorist, Sydney Smith. 
Sydney Smith was a political reform' 
er and one of the foremost men of let­ 
ters of his time, but he is remembered 
chiefly as a humorist who could enliven 
a dinner table with his w it Like other 
wise men who have a talent for making 
people laugh, he was jealous of his 
reputation for good sense. 
When he reprinted his essays from 
the Edinburgh Review, his object giv 
en in his own words, was "to show, if 
I could, that I had not passed my life 
merely in making jokes, but that I had 
made use of whatever little powers of 
pleasantry I might be endowed with to 
discountenance bad and to encourage 
liberal and wise principles ” In this 
object he failed. His public services and 
wisdom have been forgotten 
His jokes 
are remembered. 
His account of Dame Partington, who 
lived .upon the beach at Sidmoath and 
who was seem during a violent storm 
trundling her mop, squeezing out the 
sea water and vigorously pushing away 
the Atlantic ocean, is a household story 
which every one knowa The circum­ 
stances in which it was told and the 
effect produced by it have passed out of 
mind. 
It was ut tho end of a long agitation 
for political reform In England when 
the house cd leads had thrown out the 
great measure of Lord John Russell, 
which had been carried through the 
commoua Sydney Smith, the political 
parson who had been advocating lib ­ 
eral principles and reform mcasoce* for 
many years, told this story at a politi­ 
cal meeting in Taunton, at which 
speeches were made protesting against 
the adital of the lords. It caught the 
public fancy, and within a week every­ 
body in England was laughing over ii 
Mra Partington's mop battle with »he 
tempest tossed Atlantic portrayed the 
lords’ futile struggle with English pub­ 
lic opinion That funny story was prob­ 
ably more effective than the roost elo­ 
quent argument in disarming mobs, 
preventing a breach of the peace and 
converting hostility to the lords into 
good natured contempt. "The Atlantic 
ocean beat Mra Partington. " 
During the 60 years which preceded 
the Victorian reign Sydney Smith was 
almost the only prominent English 
clergyman who was interested in re­ 
form movements, and in his writing* 
tor the Edinburgh Review he succeeded 
by his wit in presenting tim dullest ar­ 
gument with freshness and force. 
Wit 
with him was the v eh id 3 which carried 
good sense and wisdom. He has been in 
his grave 60 years, aud his reputation is 
that of a clerical joker. 
He expected that a tablet would be 
erected to his memory in St. Paul's ca­ 
thedral, Loudon, where os canon he 
was a favorite preacher at the dose of 
his life. 
There is no memorial tablet 
there, nor ii there one at either Poston 
car Combe-Florey, the two parishes 
where most of his work was done 
His 
jokes have survived not only his writ­ 
ings, but his services as a reformer who 
loved religious toleration and political 
liberty as the breath of his life 
What his career proves is that wit is 
one of the most powerful weapons in 
the world. 
Without it he would have 
exerted very much less influence as a 
writer or a preacher in pditica 
With 
it his name has been handed down as 
one of the great Englishmen of his
